Patrick said he and Roth were 
now working as “vacuum sweeper 
salesmen,” calling at homes osten- 
sibly to sell sweepers if the resi- 
dents were home; otherwise to loot 
the place. In their previous series 
of burglaries they had posed as 
sewing machine salesmen. 

Patrick confessed taking jewelry 
valued by the owner at $150 from 
the apartment“ of Charles E. 
Compton, 4242 Dewey avenue, last 
Thursday. He then tried a key in 
the apartment across the hall of 
Mrs. Mary Husgari, but ran away 
when she opened the door.

“Quase was an. experienced 
pilot,” said Aller. “He had taken 
up three or four students during 
the day. The last to try it was 
Hubly. He and Quase, or Hubly 
alone—I am not sure which—had 
just purchased the machine.”

By strict count there were 57 
inventors present at last night's 
meeting, but two women in at- 
tendance disclaimed any desire to 
be included in the list. They said 
they had worked years to invent 
some way of preventing their hus. 
bands from inventing things, and 
so far had been unsuccessful. One 
remarked that what St. Louis need¢ 
more than anything is an inven- 
tion allowing pedestrians to cross 
Olive street. without stumbling 
over a stray piece of the Unite4 
Railways system. 

Few of the inventors laughed at 
this sally. It was a serious meet- 
ing for, as the organizer, A. C. 
Clark, from Seattle, said: “St 
Louis inventors need organization.” 
Big inventors, little inventors, 
young ones and old ones nodded 
their heads in agreement and a 
stout old fellow said: “Yah. Bight 
years I work on my Invention and 
it is stolen.” Organizer Clark 
soothed him saying there would be 
plenty of time later to discuss stol- 
en inventions@ 

Aims of the Society. 


The aims of the International 
Association of Inventors as _ out- 
lined by the organizer are as fol- 
lows: 

Prevent the hirelings of busi- 
ness corporation from stealing 
poor inventors’ patents out of 
the Patent Office. 

Put relatives of inventors In 
the Patent Office as patent ex- 
aminers. | 

Persuade the colleges that in- 
ventors ought to receive hono- 
rary degrees. 

Sell the inventors’ patents so 
he can pay part of his royalties 
to the association as a debt of 
gratitude. 

Collect $5 initiation fee and 
$6 annual dues. 

“You. submit your invention to 
our technical board in Seattle and 
we tell you whether it is any good 
or not,” the organizer explained. 
‘Then we help you in any way we 
can. Mind you, we don’t promise 
to sell your invention. Some in- 


ventions have no margin of mar- |. 


ketability. But we hawe helped 
others. Every day out in Seattle 
manufacturers drop into our offices 
and say, ‘What have you on hand 
in the way of likely looking inven- 
tions?’ Well, if we have anything 
on hand that looks worthy. we tell 
the investor about it. 

“But get this, you inventors. We 
won't mislead the manufacturers. 
Why, one day a member of ours 
invented a refrigerator and a man 
landed from Los Angeles with 
'$250,000 to grab the invention. I 
said, ‘No. We will not take your 
money. That invention isn’t per- 


fected yet and I won't stand back 
of it.’ That is the way we work.” 
An inventor who was bald on the 
top of his head and had deep-set 
eyes interrupted to ask whether 
there was any chance of his in- 
vention being stolen. 

“No, sir.” said the speaker, em- 
phatically. “Il want you inventors 
to understand that. There is to be 
no exposing of your inventions by 
one another. You've got to play 
fair. This age is just beginning to 
bloom and the inventor has 
become a necessity. You would 
smile if I told you some of the 
things that are on the way trom 
the inventors who have joined our 
organization. 


Some Amazing Inventions. 


“I was told about an engine that 
runs on oxygen taken from the 
air. I didn’t want to see it. That 
is too far ahead. But I saw a 
compound put in gasoline which 
for 35 cents will run a motor boat 
from the California coast to Cata- 
lina Island (about 28 miles). I 
saw two wonderful pumps—one 
works on a siphon principle and 
the other is an air pump that will 
draw water from 2000 feet under- 
ground. Edison knows what is 
coming. Henry Ford knows it, too. 
We all know it.” 


Several inventors had joined or- 
ganizations similar to the Interna- 
tional Association of Inventors and 
they arose last night to ask in cold 
tones whether the association 
would treat them as the other had 
done. 

“Oh, my, no,” said the organ- 
izer. ‘Those other organizations, 
I am sorry to say, don’t give serv- 
ice.

No one can venture the predic- 
tion of the form of an airplane 25 
years hence. It may have the 
same general plan and shape as 
it now has, or it may be operated 
on some entirely new and yet un- 
discovered -principle. , It may skim 
through the air at the altitude 
which we now use, or it. may 
charge through the rarified atmos- 
phere ten or 20 miles above the 
earth at a.speed yet undreamed 
of. Experiments working toward 
this end are even now under way, 
and I shall have sOémething to say 
of them later. But so far, aviation 
has advanced along the lines laid 
down by the Wright brothers. 

The planes used to span the At- 
lantic were built.,on exactly the 
same principle as the original 
Wright machine which inaugurated 
heavier-than-air flying less than a 
quarter of a century ago by rising. 
from the ground for a few sec- 
onds. 

That underlying principle was 
this: When a slightly inclined or 
curved plane is propelled through 
the air with sufficient speed, the 
pressure of the fluid air, comple- 
mented by the decreased density of 
the air above the plane, causes it 
to rise. Jt is a simple principle, 
and it was understood long before 
the Wright brothers gave mechan- 
ical wings to men, 

Simple Principle Involved, 

You can try this principle if you 
like in any clear pool of water. 
Take an ordinary shingle and riz 
up a little tow line of cord placed 
well back from the front of the 
shingle so that it will tilt when 
dragged through the water. Now 
weight the shingle so that it sinks. 
But when you drag it forward, it 
will not stick to the bottom, but 
will rise up to the surface. It will 
wiggle and wobble. So did the 
first Wright plane... But the prin- 
ciple was right. 

The history of aviation has been 
merely the record of mechanical 
refinements and improvements to 
take full advantage of that princi- 
ple. 

The air is a fluid just like water, 
only far less dense, so that the ob- 
ject passing through it must go at 
a higher rate of speed in order to 
obtain sufficient air pressure to 
enable it to rise. 

A kite, which

vantage of the resistance furnished 
by air currents, must run with it. 
And even when he succeeds in get- 
ting it into a mild current he must 
jerk it now and then to give it the 
impetus of violent air pressure.*In 
a strong current it flies easily, The 
wind furnishes the necessary resis- 
tance. In the case of an airplane 
the machine, by being ovropelled 
through the air, furnisnes its own 
air resistance. 
Early Flying Experiments, 

Men might have been flying a 
century or more ago if some means 
had been found for rapidly propel- 
ling a plane through the air with- 
out weighting it down too heavily. 
Experiments were made with 
steam engines, and two Eng jsh- 
men, Henson and Stringfellow, al- 
most a century ago constructed a 
small model which actually flew 
for a short distance. But the en- 
gine and fuel were too heavy to 
develop a man-carrying machine. 
Long before that, Leonardo da 
Vinci, who is popularly known only 
as a great artist despite the fact 
that he rated painting as only one 
of his accomplishments, worked 
out some of the theories of aerody- 
hamics and had he possessed a 
modern gasoline engine he might 
have gone down in history as the 
father of aviation as well as the 
painter of the “Mona Lisa.” 

But the development of a man- 
carrying heavier-than-air machine 
had to wait on the modern intern- 
al combustion engine. 

So, the next major development 
in aviation may depend not solely 
up~ the development of the sci- 
ence of aerodynamics, but perhaps 
more upon the development of new 
means of construction-and propul- 
sion, new types of engines, new 
materials, new fuels, or even ra- 
dioed power. I shall speak 
these later.

CHINESE QUAKE 
DEATH LIST MAY 
EXGEED 100,000 


‘Thought End of World 
Had Arrived,” Writes 
Catholic Missionary Chief 
Describing Holocaust. 


HUNDREDS OF 
VILLAGES RAZED 


Walls Collapse on Children 
in Mission School — Nun 
Killed While Shielding 
Two With Her Body. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 2.—Mer. Theo- 
dore Buddenbrock, German Vicar 
Apostolic of the Stey! Mission at 
Liangchowfu, Kansu Province, in 
a letter to his colleagues at Shang- 
hai declares that the loss of life in 
the earthquake in Kansu May 23 
“may exceed 100,000.” 

Reports reaching missionary 
headquarters confirm that the 
earthquake was a disaster of the | 
first magnitude and indicate that 
the loss of life occurred within a 
triangle the points of which are 
Liangchowfu, Ingsiafu and Lang- 
chowfu. Liangchowfu is said to 
have been the hardest hit. Mer. 
Buddenbrock was in Sisiang, south- 
west of Liangchowfu at the time of 
the quake. In describing the catas- 
trophe in a letter dated June 15. 
he says: 

“May 23 was the most fateful day 
in the history of Northwest Kansu. 
Nature’s forces claimed a frightful 
holocaust of human beings, an 
earthquake so terrible that I 
thought the end of the world had 
arrived. We have stood on the 
brink of eternity and.our escape 
was nothing short of miraculous. 

Misery Declared Indescribable. 

“The magnitude of the calamity 
is still unknown and may never be 
known. Destruction of the post- 
offices and telegraph stations ex- | 


The loss 
of life is many thousands and may 
exceed 100,000. The misery of the 
Survivors is indescribable, as they 
lack food, clothing and animals. 

“Doubtless here is one of the 
world’s greatest catastrophes, re- 
quiring international help. We 
need medicines, food and money. 
We are liting in mud huts, our 
members moving from _ place to 
place, consoling the frenzied sur- 
vivors and administering the holy 
sacraments. 

“Weeks have passed since that 
judgment day, but daily still the 
earthquakes are causing a renewal 
of terror. 

“The Sister Superior as Sisiang 
was attending mass and was killed 
when the chapel collapsed. When 
her body was recovered it was 
found to. be covering two children 
who still were alive. 

“Gradually we realized that we 
were not the only sufferers. Wher. | 
ever we looked we saw only stark | 
ruins and impassable streets and | 
heard the victims’ cries of anguish 
and despair. 

Hundreds of Villages Razed. 

“Sisiang, our largest center, was 
entirely destroyed. About us hun- 
dreds of villages met the same fate. 

“Liangchowfu, with a popula- | 
tion of 80,000, was razed. only the 
bare wells remaining. The deaths 
were interminable. Nobody dares 
to enter the few remaining houses. 

“Kulang, southward of Liang- 
chowfu, no longer exists. 

“Southward of Liangchowfu 
we had many fine’ missions. 
Now all are gone. One village is 
buried beneath the mountains | 
which crumbled. In many places | 
the earth opened, emitting dirty 
green and bluish black water, with 
ear-splitting noises.” 

Other reports from Liangchowfu 
say that 70 per cent of the city 
was destroyed. The China Inland 
Mission is said to have been badiv 
damaged. William A. Belcher. p 
British member of the China In- 
land Mission, who was at Liang- 
chowfu, hos sent the following 
statement: | 

“The earthquake began at 4' 
o'clock in the morning of May 23. 
A Chinese magistrate at Liang- 
chowfu, with his wife, mother. 
brother, daughter and 26 others, 
was sleeping in the government 
house. They were crushed to death 
when the house crashed. Three 
pagodas, each 1000 years old, were 
destroyed.”

in shame. Our action in hustling 


as we do to the protection of an 
' American dollar no matter to 
| whet ends of the world it may 
be taken and planted and no 
matter how justified may be the 
cause which threatens that plant- 
ing, cannot help but fasten fur- 
ther upon us that Shylock cloak 
which is costing us not only lives 
and trade but that good will, so 
essential to lasting peace and 
understanding. 

If Uncle Sam were one-half as 
solicitous for the welfare of dol- 
lars legitimately invested at 
home, for example, the farmers’ 
dollars, as he is about those 
planted abroad, it would be an 
unqualified blessing. 

The Nicaraguan case is a glar- 
ing example of the apparent pur- 
pose of Government poday, name- 
ly, to respond to evéry call from 
those who seek new worlds to 
conquer financially, after having 
fastened their clutches firmly 
upon resources at home, while 
it continues only blind to. the 
needs of the peaple who are pay- 
ing the cost of that Government. 

I like the suggestion of the 
Post-Dispatch, that when polic- 
ing is necessary in the Caribbean 
it be done in co-operation with 
such other countries as Brazil 
and Argentina. Such work 
would at least add security to 
the motive of using Government 
for broad and not individually 
selfish purposes. 

It seems to me the time ts ripe 
for the drawing of a more clear- 
ly defined foreign policy; a poli- 
cy that will find us ready to 
protect our interests, when upon 
those interests depends our gen- 
eral welfare and ovr honor, not 
the general welfare of a few 
selfish individuals at home who 
would have the world substitute 
the stars in our national banner 
with dollar signs. That our 
_present policy in Nicaragua is 
wrong is best shown by the atti- 
tude toward us of Latin-America 
in general. We ought to start at 
once to win back their respect. 
The way to do that is to quit 
playing bully for the internation- 
al bankers.

REDUCTION IN TAXES 


Business Chicfly Profits by This 
Cabinet Order Based on Rising 
Value of Lira. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Aug. 2.-—-The Cabinet 


yesterday proved tax reductions 
of 1,135.000,000 lire (about $62,- 
500,006), including 200,000,000 lire 
in reductions in the railway and 
postal rates. At the same time it 
was announced that the budget for 
1926-27 showed a surplus of 405,- 


000,000 lire, and the public debt 
had decreased $28,000,000 lire. 

The tax reductions will affect all 
classes of population, but particu- 
larly business and industry, and 
are based on the rising value of 
the lira. 

The Cabinet also created a spe- 
cial fund for the amortization of 
the internal pu debt, alloting 


to it surplus from recent budgets 
and other sources of revenue,

Attempt Made to Harmo- 


nize U. S. and Great Bri- 
tain on Cruiser. Problem 
at Geneva Parley. 


HINGED ON THE 
PRESENT PROGRAMS 


Would Have Both Nations 
Cease Building When 
Craft of Class Now Un- 
der Way Are Completed.

GENEVA, Aug. 2.—Japan’s dele- 


gates today submitted a compro- 
mise plan to the Americans and 
British with the object of solving 
the cruiser problem, which atiil 


threatens to wreck the tri-partite 
naval conference. 

The finat plenary session set for 
Thursday is expected to end the 
conference unless some agreement 
can be reached, based perhaps on 
Japan's new proposals. 

Admiral Saito and Viscount Ishii 
handed the compromise offer pet- 
sonally to Hugh 8. Gibson, head of 
the American delegation. 

Merely Basis for Accord, ° 
The Japanese say frankly their 
project does not embody a genuine 
accord on the cruiser question, but 

erely offers a modus vivendi or 
emporary arrangement. They 
think it is in its essence better 
calculated to méet ‘the American 
than the British ideas. This is not 
because they- wigh in any way to 
favor the American standpoint, but 
because of the fundamental diffi- 
culfies involved in meeting the 
British viewpoint. 

The Japanese proposal, the Aano- 
clated Press learns, proposes that 
Great, Britain and Japan shall cease 
building cruisers when they reach 
the end of their present authorized 
programs, and that up to 1931 the 
number of 10,000-ton cruisers echril 
be Limited to 12 for Great Britain 
and the United States, and eight 
for Japan. 

The plan also calis for @ s¢c- 
ondary class of cruisers with a 
maximum of 8000 tons ech, but 
nothing is said about 8-inch guns 
in connection with this type of 
-eruliser. 

The plan proceeds by suggest- 
ing that, if any building program 
becomes a menace to the other 
signatories, they could be empow- 
ered to denounce the arrangerient. 

Even With Britain Till 1931, 

The United States would un-er- 
take not to exceed the British 
cruiser strength before 1931. 

Aniericans interpret the Jap- 
anese compromise to mean that, if 
the British stop with their present 
strength, tat strength would con- 
stitute the total cruiser tonnage 
up to 1931. 

The ccrrespondent understands 
that W. C. Bridgeman, first lord 
of the Admiralty, told Admiral 
Saito that the.compromise was 
impossible under the present in- 
structions of the British delegation, 
but that he immediately tele- 
graphed the text to London for 
submission to the Cabinet. 

Gibson has cabled the compro- 

mise proposal to Washington with 
explanatory comment. 
Great Britain insists that ligit 
cruisers mount 6-inch guns. The 
“United States demands the rigut 
to use 8-inch guns on the ground 
that Engiand’s vast merchant fleet

THE LAW IN ENGLAND. 

Horatio Bottomley is back home again after hav- 
ing served five years of a seven-year prison sen- 
tence for theft. He was charged with stealing the 
funds of a Victory loan club, tried and convicted.

How shocked America would once have 
been that a man could come back from an 
American country and boast of explosive 
Oullets! How terrible we all agreed it was 
when Britain insisted on the right to use 
dum dum bullets to stop charges by natives 
in Asia or Africa. Now. a man comes to 
New York telling gleefully of his explosive 
bullets. Are we not all agreed that a Nic- 
araguan “bandit” is something anyone has 
t right to destroy? Happily Gen. de No- 
gaies is not an American Marine officer. 
He was inspector general of Turkish forces 
in Armenia during the late war: no doubt 
his quality was appreciated. 

The Monroe Doctrine would once have 
had something to say about a former Turk- 
ish officer’s expeditions in Nicaragua and 
his coming to a haven in New York. We 
thought at one time that America was dif- 
ferent. We would not go on expeditions to 
conquer other peoples. { we did, we would 
not use the European’s methods. Now Eu- 
rope is declaring that the day of such things 
must be ended, but we seem to take them 
over.
